The whole of 
Friday last was tacen up in criticism 
of the Edmonton bridge contract it 
being claimed thatthe substitution of 
eonerste for masonry at the same 
price was to the profit of the ecutrac- 
tor. The minister of pvbiic works 
submitted the estimates of the officers 
of his department. ‘he average cost 
of the masonry was placed at $17 
per. yard. The cost of concrete was 
placed at the same figure by the 
following caiculation : 


‘Broken stone delivered, $ 3.50 
Sand, .20 
Cement moriar, 10.80 
Laying and scalding, 2.50 

Total $i7.08 


On this estimate of the department- 
al engineer that the concrete would 
cost as much as the stone the minister 
felt justified, on its being established 
that stone could not be secured, in 
changing the specifications from stone 
to conercte at the same price. The 
opposition alleged that the engineer’s 
estimate was too high. The minister 
replied that if that were the case he 
was incompetent and he would have 
to replace him. This proposition was 
not recrived with much enthusiasm 
by the opposition. the engineer, Mr. 
Coste, being an appointee of the late 


goverpmest. At the conelusion of 
the debate Hon. Mr. Foster said: 


“The hen. minister of public works 
charged me with having insinuated 
corrupt dealings on his part and that 
of officers. I did not mean to, 
and I de not charge or insinuate cor- 
ruption cither against himself or his 
officers.” 

On the estimate of $40,000 to make 
an exploratory raiiway survey from 
some point on existing railway lines 
into the Yukon district the minister 
of railways said that the survey 
would be from Edmonton through

A long discussion took place in 
which the failure of justice as ac- 
mitted on all hands, and the premier 
promised active measures to secure 
justice in the matter. 

During & lucid interval on Thurs- 
day the railway committee agreed to 
charter the Alberta and Yukon Rail- 
way Navigation and Mining Co. The 
route covered by this charter com- 
mence at the international boundary 
just east of the mountsins and runs 
northward along thir base, and west 
of the Porcupine kills to the Bow 
river valley. It follows the Bow 
valley into the mountains at Anthra- 
cite and leaves the mountains by the 
valley of Cascade river, continues on 
still northwestward along the easterly 
base of the Rockies crossing the head- 
waters of the Red Deer to the Sas- 
katchewan, at the base of the moun- 
tains. It has authority to build 
branches to MacLeod, Calgary and 
Edmonton. The dill was introduced 
in the senate by Senator Lougheed, 
and extended by way of the Peace, 
Liard and Pelly rivers to the Alaskan 
boundary of the Yukon district. Mr. 
Casey, M. P., introduced the bili in 
the commons and in deference to the 
wishes of the holders of the Edmon- 
ton District railway charter, whose 
ground their charter ‘vould largely 
cover, ‘they .dropped all that part 
norii of the Saskatchewan. The 
granting ot this charter in connec- 
tion with that of the Edmonton Dis- 
trict railway gives a throvgh route 
from the southern boundary of Al- 
berta by way of Edmonton to Pelly 
river independent of the Calgary and 
Edmonton railway or of the C. P. R. 
The main ooject of the promoters of 
the Alberta and Yukon company is to 
develop the deposits of anthracite and 
coking coal lying east of the Rockies 
and to provide a direct outlet for them 
to the mining and smelting interests 
at Butte, Montana. The develop- 
ment, of its coal resourees by such a 
road would mean a great deal for Ai- 
berta directly and indirectly and _be- 
sides it offers a means of introducing 
the much needed railway competition 
into the Northwest. It is difficult to 
understand how the bill was allowed 
to go through by the ever vigilant C. 
P. R. Had it to run the gauntlet of 
the senate no doubt it would be 
slaughtered there. But having al- 
ready passed the senate without at- 
tracting attention and the railway 
committee of the commons, there isa 
fair prospect of its becoming law. It 
was opposed strongly in the railway 
committee on behalf of the Alberta 
Company and

led the expenditures, 

Bell, of Pictou, 
brought to the notice of the 
house the deaths of two young 
men from his county, McDonald 
nod Fraser, at Pincher Creek on 
Jan. 23rd Jast. The Young men had 
been employed on the Crow’s Nest 
Pass railway, had taken ill of dip- 
theria. After about ten days illness 
they weretaken from camp in the 
Crow’s Nest Pass and hauled by team 
to Pincher Creek, a distance of about 
80 miles. They were deposited in a 
box car to be taken to MacLeod 
hospital by train next day, but they 
died during the night, Dr. Mead, of 
Piucner Creek wes called in but could 
do nothing for them. The cause of 
death was diptheria and pneumonia, 
the latter brought on, no doubt, by 
the conditions ander which they were 
transported to Pincher Creek. Dr. 
Mead was a ceroner and opened an 
inquest. The inquest was adjourned 
to get further evidence and during 
the adjournment, at the instance of J 
M. Haney, manager ef construction, 
an injunction was secured from Judge 
ding Mead to proceed 


On Wednesday, 


Rouleau forbid 
with the inguest, the ground taken 
being that Mead having attended the 
men professionally he was thereby 
debarred from acting as coroner. 
Mead appealed to the department of 
justice at Ottawa for direction and 
backing in the matter, but got 
neither. The injunction was argued 
in Calgary before Judge Rouleau, the 
departme at refusing to take any part 
in upholding the coroner, and the 
decision was reserved by the judge. 
The coroner was debarred from proceed- 
ing with the case until the decision had 
been rendered. About two months 
after the men had died decision was 
rendered confirming the injunction. 
By this time owing to dispersal of 
witnesses it was questicnable whether 
another coroner could secure evidence 
even if he tcak up the case. The de- 
partmert of justice still took no 
action. The speaker had secured an 
order for the papers on the case 
several weeks before, but they had 
not been brought down. He took 
this means cf bringing the matter to 


menaton. Still it went throrgh 
and not a word was said against its 
touching the United States boundary 
—the great objection to the Kettle 
river railway.

was concluded at a comparatively 
early date in the session, the report 
was not placed before parliament 
until its closing days, when too late 
for discussion. The other, that al- 
though the commission make a aum- 
ber of recommendations as to what 
should be done in the future, they, 
make no suggestion as to what should 
be done in regard to what has occur- 
red in the past. That is to say they 
offer no suggestion as to reparation to 
the men who were so unjustly treated 
by the construction management. 
That $6,000 should be spent ona 
commission to find out what every- 
body already knew and nothing more 
be done in the matter is to say the 
least: peculiar. 


The minister of railways made a 
further declaration of the govern- 
ment’s policy regarding Yukon rail- 
ways in the railway committee re- 
cently. The government having de- 
cided not to sanction at this session 
the construction of any railway from 
the Alaska boundary into the Yukon 
district, the bills respecting the 
Alaska and Northwestern Railway 
Co.; the Pacific and Yukon railway 
Navigation, Trading and Mining Co.; 
and to amend the charter of the 
British Yukon railway company were 
allowed to drop. The two first men- 
tiened of these were rival schemes to 
build over the Dalton trail from 
Pyramid harbor ta Fort Selkirk. The 
first mentioned was the one alluded 
to at’ former date as being ready to 
put up a forfeit of $250,000 as a 
guarantee of construction within 
eighteen months. The secord scheme 
had already been agreed to by the 
senate and was the company of Mr. 
Hamilten Smith, whose name was 
made so very prominent about the 
time of the Mann & Mackenzie deal 
The promoters of both schemes declar- 


ed that they had no connection with | #4

each other, and the minister of rail- 
wailways being avpealed. to bsre out 
the statement. The British Yukon 
Company secured their eliarter at last 
session to build from Skagway to lake 
Bennett over the White pass about 
forty miles. This right they stiil 
hold and it is said ate going on with 
the work. They only lose their 
desired amendment. But the two 
first mentioned schemes, both © of 
which are acknowledged to have ample 
capital hehind them are absolutely 
blocked until next session although 
they asked for no aid. 

A bill to incorperate a company to 
construct a toll road from lake Ben- 
nett on the north side of the Chilkoot 
and White passes, to Dawson, by way 
of Selkirk was refused incorporation 
by the committee on the ground that 
the members were opposed to toll 
roads. As the government has no 
apparent intention of constructing 4 
wagon road, and as no one else can 
construct one except he is allowed to 
charge toll in order to secur a return 
on his investment, the action of the 
committee simply means - that the 
Canadian parliament is not in favor 
of the construction of wagon roads in 
that country. The government re- 
fuses railways and the railway com- 
mittee refuses wagon roads and yet 
the country is expected to develop so 
as to return the $700,000 to be ex- 
pended on police protection and gov- 
ernment in it this year, although 
there is not a mile of public road or a 
public bridge in the district. The 
whole region is to be held up until 
parliament can be bulldozed into 
granting it away to Mackenzie & 
Mann. 

The Northwest Central railway 
company, of fragrant fame, has secur- 
ed another extension of time for the 
continuation of its ime. This char- 
ter covers a route te the Jasper pass 
and carries with it a land grant, con- 
sequently itis very valuable. It has 
been in existence for sorae fifteen 
years and has fifty miles of line in 
operation. People have settled along 
its proposed route in the hope that it 
would soon be extended to enable 
them to farm at a profit. They have 
so far been disappointed. ‘he differ- 
ent parties interested in the com- 
pany have been in litigation for years; 
and this litigation is hele cut as an 
excuse why the company should hold 
the charter without building. The 
settlers interested haxe repeatedly 
petitioned that if the company did 
not fulfil the terms of their charter by 


extending their line, their rights 
should be allowed to lapse. So that 


the valuable privileges of the charter 
should be left open for some other 
and more enterprising company. Last 
year an extension of a year was grant- 
ed on condition that twenty miles 
should be completed this season, and 
on the distinct understanding that no 
further extension would be asked or 
granted. However, the extension 
was asked for and was granted until 
the end of August next. The revela- 
tion of the affairs of this company 
before the railway committee should 
have been enough to ensure the tak- 
ing of the charter from them without 
notice. But as is frequently the case, 
the interests of the stock promoter at 
hand received preferential considera- 
tion over that of the distant settler. 


The immigration item in the esti- 
mates of the interior departmeut was 
discussed at some length. Messrs. 
Davin, Sproule and Taylor cbjected 
that the expenditure was out of pro- 
portion ‘to the returns. They par- 
ticularly criticized the desirability of 
the large Galician immigration that 
was coming in. On this point the 
minister of the interior said he had to 
share with his predecessors the honor 
of discovering the Galicians, 3,000 
had came in during 96, for which the 
new government was not responsible. 
However he did not share in any 
degree the views expressea as to the 
undesirability of these people. The 
Mennonites and Icelanders had been 
similarly objected to when they first 
came to Manitoba. He considered 
that the Galicians compared quite 
favorably with the Mennonites and 
Icelanders when they first came. A 
number of them came without sufti- 
cient means to make a separate start, 
but this could not not be avoided. 
South America wanted them, and a 
telegram to the government agent in 
Austria would prevent their coming 
here. He considered them desirable 
settlers and intended to continue 
working to a modcrate extent and for 
some little time to bring them out. 
They were agriculturalists on a small 
scale, not wheat growers or ranchers, 
but no doubt they would develop. 
Messrs. Osler, Davis, Rutherford and 
Richardsen, none of whom represent 
constituencies in which Galicians 
have settled all favored their further 
immigration. Mr. Oliver suggested 
that the Edmonton district was now 
fairly well supplied, and was willing 
to share any further immigration 
tnere might be of that class with the 
other districts which seemed to favor 
them so strongly.

IMMIGRATION, 


Mr, Oliver the question of Galician 
immigration is like almost all other 
questions in that its appearance de- 
pends chiefly upon the point of view; 
and it is quite possible that those who 
come into more intimate connection 
with the Galician immigrants may look 
upon their immigration with a different 


eye from those who have not had that | 


opportunity. As cne who has come 
perhaps more intimateiy into connect- 
ion with them than any other member 
of the House, I may be allowed to say 
a word or two. It was to the district 
I represent and the town in which I 
live that the first Galician immigrants 
came. Near that town is a large Gali- 
cian settlement, and therefore I hare 
had opportunities of observing those 


people that perhaps have not fallen to, 


the lot of other members cf the House. 
The point 1 wish to make in regard te 
this mutter of foreign immigration I 
will try ‘oc make ivy illustration. It 
has been hinted to-night that an object-

ing used for the purpose of inducing 
zuch immigration ; afd that objection 
was considered so valid thet the im- 
migration of mechanics has ceased. 
Our position in the locality I speak of 
in the west is that our trade is working 
on the land, and the immigration 
which provides more land workers than 
employers can employ or pay wages to, 
is not a desirable immigration for us, 
In any new county, in our new country 
at any rate, there is always a very large 
proportion of poor setilers—people who 
come in the hope of being able to earn 
enough money from their richer neigh- 
bours to start them on their farms. 
When too large a number of that class 
of people come in, it becomes practical- 
ly impossible for them to succeed in 
that way. That is cur position in re 
gard to this Galician immigration. A 
large number of these peepls have 


cases they have been in very poor cir- 
cumstances—in such circumstances 
that they were compelled either to 
work. at any wages they could get, or 
starve. The consequence is that their 
advent into that country means that 
the young men from the eastern pro- 
vinces of Canada who might desire to 
go up there and take farms, hoping to 
start, themselves hy wagesearned from 
their richer neighbours, are practically 
debarred frora doing so. So that to- 
day if a young man from Ontario asks 
“What are the chances of my going to 
Edmonton and earning something there 
to start me on a farm?” the only snswer 
that can be given to kim is that the 
chauces are not good; and ihe reason is 
that there is an overplus of cheap lab- 
our there, in the shape of this Galician 
immigration. As I say, this matter ail 
depends on the point of view. It may 
seem to people here that the country 
can be built up on these terms: but it 
cces not seem so to us there. To our 


minds, you are not succeeding in builc- | 


ing the country up to the extent that 
you think you are; because the presence 
of these Galicians to a certain extent 
prevents the presence of those young 
men who, being our own countrymen, 
would be more desirable settlers. That 
is the position, as [ understand it, with 
regard to this immigration of a poor 
class of people. 

The Minister of Finance. You do 
not want to weaken the ether parts of 
Canada, do you? 

Mr. Oliver. I will make tuis state- 
ment, although it is not pertinent to 
the questioa, that of all the countries 
in the known world, the provinces of 
Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward Island 
have been the greatest. fields for em- 
igration within the past twenty years; 
that is to say, they have lost a larger 
proportion of their working population 
tv our neighbours to the south than any 
ether part of the world has lost to an 
other country. it seems to me that in- 
stead of our shutting our eyes to that 
plain fact, it would be business tor us 
rather to try to direct this natural over- 
flow of our own people to the setile- 
ment of our own country, Instead o 
letting it drift to the United Staies; 
and in doiug that, iet us not think that 
we are weakening our own country, 
but rather strengthening it. A person 
who in this part of the country owing 
to circumstances, is not able to use his 
natiral abilities to the fullest exient, 
has tha‘ opportunity opened to him by 
removing to that part of the country, 
and becomes a profitable producer of 
wealth for Canada. Instead of weak- 
ening tue country, you strengthsa the 
country by his securing that opportun- 
ity. In past years we have been losing 


cel 


our population by tens and hundreds | 


of thousands, so that to-day there is in 
the United States nearly as large a 
population of Canadians and descend- 
ants of Canadians as there is in Canada. 
I do not thiak we can gain anything 
by shutting our eyes to that fact. We 
are to a certain extent shutting the 
door in the faces of our youug men who 
desire to move to the Northwesi by 
inducing what is to a great extent a 
pauper immigration, which for evident 
reasons is as undesirable in that coun- 
try as it is in this.

SANTIAGO AGAIN BOMBARDED. 


Santiago is being invested by ‘and 
and water. For the second time, on 
the 7th, the American fleet again 
bombarded the forts and batteries and 
engaged the ships of Cervera’s suad- 
zon lying within the harbor. Presi- 
dent McKinley desire the capture of San- 
tiago and Porto Rico within the next 
three weeks and Sampson and Schley 

}are preparing to carry out his wish-s. 
| A report of the kombardment says: 
| Ten United Stated ironclads took part 
in yesterday’s bombardment on Santi- 
ago batteries, They fired over fifteen 
hundred shells to say nothing of a 
multitude of other projectiles. As a 
result the forts protecting Santiago are 
/now a wass of ruins. Morro is a 
shapeless mass of ruincd masonary and 
dismantled guns, while Estalla battery 
will be of no further use to Spain. 
After the firing had been kept up 
for two hours at a comparatively safe 
distance from the shore, the ships 
moved closer towards the mouth of the 
harbor, where the <ld cruiser Renia 
Mercedes had been discerned early in 


the morning attempting to place ex-

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plosives about, the hull of the Merrimac. | 
A shell from the Oregon landed square- 
ly abaft the old cruisez’s pilot touse, 
t aring all her upper works to shreds. 
Her second commander, one marine 
a:d five of her sailors were blown to 
pieces and the second lieutenant and 
s xteen seamen were serivusly wound- 
el. A perfect shower of shell and 
shot fell upon and around another 
ecuser, aud she was so badly damaged 
that her crew abandoned her and 
srught the shore for safety. On shore 
the Spanish casualties were hardly less 
serious. A large number of officers 
ard men were wounded. Lieut. 
Garcia and Lieut. Perezo, of the in- 
fantry, and twenty-one infantry men 
and artillery men were so badly wound- 
el that they will die. There is no 
r+port of damage to the vessels or loss 
of life on the part of the Unit d 
States. 


Cape Haitien, une 7.—About noon 
yesterday a landing patty of Ameri- 
can marines ucar Daiguiri was at- 
tacked by Spanish infantry, and a 
squad of cavalry. The insurgents were 
posted in the neighborhood, and with 
their aid the marines successfully tock 
up a position, holding it, and latter 
making it a base from which they 
succeeded in driving the Spanish 
force. with heavy loss, back towards 
Santiago, The Americans are now 
entrenched near Daiguire, and landing 
heavy guns preparatory to moving them 
towards Santiago and -laying seige to 
the city. A panic prevails in Santiago, 
and residents who can leave are fleeing 
to the country.
